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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

A. Glycosyl Donors (as recited in claim 7) : 

1. GalNac 

2. Bgal(l-3) alpha Gal NAC 
3 .Sialyl 

B. Platform: 

1. Peptide (either L or D amino acids) 

2. Peptidomimetic 
3 . Tandem repeats

6. Cyclic 

7. Fluorescent labeled or UV as recited in claim 25 

8. Lipid containing platform 

C. Glycosylation Sites 

1. Natural as recited in claim 20 

2 . Unnatural 
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3. Blocked or unblocked. If blocked, the specific 
blocking compound e.g., acetyl as recited at claim 6 or claim 
19, if OH containing. 

Each of the species included in each of groups A-C differs 
in structures and effects. Each of these species requires 
different patentability determination under the different 
statutes. A prior art reference anticipating one species in each 
group e.g., Group A will not render obvious the other species. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic.
